Dr. Robert Tabarlet, pro- 
fessor of education, was a pan- 
el member on the March 4 Pub- 
lic Affairs Research Council's 
Regional Conference on "Im- 
proving Quality During School 
Desegregation." 

The PAR Council is made up 
of a group of business and in- 
dustrial leaders who are con- 
cerned with the social problems 
of taxation, education, alchohol- 
ism and any other problem that 
affects the community . Pres- 
ently concerned with desegrega- 
tion of schools, the council org- 
anized the present report and 
set up eight regional meetings 
throughout the state to present 
the report to the public. 

Each meeting has a panel 
made up of a school board mem- 
ber, businessman, school sup- 
erintendent, school teacher and 
a college professor. There was 
also at least one Negro on each 
panel. 

Edward J. Steimel, executive 
director of PAR, presented the 
report and recommendations, 
"Improving Quality During 
School Desegregation." Each 
panel member had seven min- 
utes to react to the report, then 
questions were asked from the 
audience. 

The council recommends that 
0.) Local School boards should 
voluntarily develop desegrega- 
tion plans rather than leave this 
to the federal courts. (2) Mas- 
sive programs to upgrade prep- 
arations and performance of pre- 
sent faculties should be under- 
taken. (3) Colleges should devel- 
op teacher training programs 
to meet the needs of present- 
ly employed teachers to upgrade 
and updat their preparation. (4) 
Local systems should recruit 
and retain new teachers on the 
basis of competence, regardless 
of race or sex. (5) Continuity 



testing and evaluation programs 
for all students should be used 
to aid counselors and teachers 
in meeting needs of individual 
students. (6) Kindgergartens to 
serve all children should be es- 
tablished in all systems as soon 
as possible. (7) Tutorial and other 
compensatory programs for all 
children with learning disadvan- 
tages should be provided. (8) 
Special school efforts should be 
made to make parents of disad- 
vantaged children aware of how 
they can assist their children in 
school work. (9) Innovative school 
programs should be encouraged 
where feasible. The following 
innovations should be considered: 
A. Nongraded schools. B. Team 
teaching. C. Flexible grouping 
based on subject matter skills. 
D. Extended school year. E. Use 
of teacher aides. F. Educational 
parks. CIO) New school plans 
should be located to be acces- 
sible to pupils and teachers of 
both races. 

All eight panels from the re- 
gional meetings met March 20 
in Hodges Gardens for a Summit 
Conference to discuss the re- 
sult of the meetings and to pre- 
pare a state-wide report. Ac- 
cording to an evaluation forih, 
all proposals received strong 
support and more than 90 tier 
cent or more agreement. The 
proposal receiving the hghest 
degree of agreement statewide 
was the one that "Colleges should 
d e v e 1 op teacher training pro- 
grams to meet the needs of 
presently employed teachers to 
upgrade and update their prep- 
aration." This proposal receiv- 
ed 97.4 per cent agreement state- 
wide, including 56.4 percent of all 
respondents who indicated they 
"strongly agree" with the pro- 
posal. Approximately 1755 per- 
sons attended the several region- 
al conferences.

Miss Gail Souther land, Ger- 
man instructor, has been award- 
ed a Fullbright Scholarship for 
six weeks of study this summer 
at Goethe Institute, Munich, Ger- 
many. 

Announcement came from the 
Fullbright Committee in Wash- 
ington, D. C. The purpose of 
the scholarship is to assist 
"teachers of German who have 
not studied in Germany to im- 
prove their knowledge in their 
field." 

Miss Southerland will study 
the general language as well 
as literature and the history 
of the country. The course will 
include three weeks of study in 
Munich, three weeks of study at 
other Goethe Institute training 
centers, a week of travel to 
various educational and cultural 
centers and an educational visit 
to Berlin. 

Requirements for the grant 
are that the applicant be between 
the ages of 25 and 45, never 
have studied in Germany, be a 
teacher in either elementary 
or secondary schools or an in- 
structor or assistant professor 
of German in college and must 
pass an oral examination. 

The grant provides for round- 
trip transportation from the 
grantee's home residence and 
the cost of various excursions 
within Germany. Other expenses 
are left to the participant. Par- 
ticipants may not be accompan- 
ied or met abroad by relatives, 
dependents or friends for the du- 
ration of the trip. 

Miss Southerland received 
her Bachelor of Music Degree 
from Centenary College anil her 
Master of . Arts for Teachers in 
German at Indiana University. 

At Centenary she was a 
member of Chi Omega social 
Society, Phi Beta, music fra- 
ternity, Maroon Jackets, Cencoe, 
the Centenary Honor Court and 
was the recipient of the National 
Presser Foundation Scholarship 
for four years. 

She also received the Lola 
McFadden Hyler Award given 
for an outstanding pianist for 
two years and was winner of the 
Louisiana Music Association 
Contest. 

At Indiana, she was a mem- 
ber of Delta Phi. 

Presently she is a member 
of the Board of Directors of 
the Shreveport Film Society and 
oi the American Association of 
Teachers of Germkn.

Dr. Thomas Alan Moss and 
Dr. Rex Leon Matlock, both phy- 
sicists and members of the sci- 
ence faculty of LSU in Shreve- 
port, have been awarded re- 
search grants by the National 
Aeronautics and Space Admin- 
istration. 

The grant, more than $8,000, 
received by Dr. Moss, is ear- 
marked for continued research 
on the diffusion of cosmic rays 
into the solar system. Dr. Mat- 
lock has received a grant to 
conduct research at the NASA 
center in Houston, Tex. this sum- 
mer. 

The research project to be 
conducted by Dr. Moss at LSUS 
consists of a theoretical deter- 
mination of the change in the ga- 
lactic cosmic ray spectrum pro- 
duced by the solar wind as the 
cosmic rays enter the solar sys- 
tem. The experimental data and 
the results of his calculations 
will then be analyzed to find out 
how energy is exchanged between 
the solar wind and the cosmic 
rays within the galaxy. It may 
be possible to form conclusions 
concerning the amount of re- 
sidual energy in cosmic radia- 
tion and which theories 6f cos- 
mic ray origin are most plaus- 
ible. 

Dr. Moss will be conducting 
his research as well as teach- 
ing at LSUS. Part of the money 
from the grant will be used to 
purchase an electronic calcula- 
tor to aid in his research. 

In order to quality for the 
grant, which is in effect from 
June 1, 1969 to June 1, 1970, 
Dr. Moss submitted a proposed 
research plan for NASA's consi- 
deration. At the end of the re- 
search period Dr. Moss will 
write a paper on the results of 
his research and submit it to 
a recognized scientific periodi- 
cal for publication. 

Dr. Moss was a senior nu- 
clear physicist a General Dy- 
namics Corporation in Fort 
Wort from 1957 to 1961. After 
he received his Ph.D. from LSU 
in 1964, he taught at the Baton 
Rouge Campus and at Northeast 
Louisiana State College in Mon- 
roe. He joined the faculty of 
LSUS last year after a summer 
at NASA in Houston where he 
carried out research on cosmic 
radiation. He is a member of 



Sigma Pi Sigma, Sigma Xi, and 
the American Physical Society. 

Dr. Matlock received his Ph. 
D. from LSU in 1967 and join- 
ed the faculty of LSUS in the fall 
of that year. Previously he was 
employed by Union Carbide Nu- 
clear Company in Oakridge, 
Tenn. and received several aw- 
ards at both Northwestern State 
College and LSU in Baton Rouge. 
He is a member of Phi Kappa 
Phi and the American Physical 
Society. 

The work done by Dr. Moss 
and Dr. Matlock is the ground- 
work for an expected complete 
research program to be develop- 
ed in the future. Dr. Moss said, 
"These grants will give a sub- 
stantial boost in emphasis to the 
research done in this area. With 
the development of a four -year 
degree granting program we will 
be able to expand the physics 
and astro-physics on the under- 
graduate level. When we expand 
we will have a tailor-made pro- 
gram for physics students with 
a research program formulated 
and in operation."
